The office was moved in 1916 from 
the Union Bank to the office now 
occupied by H. Lynch-Staunton, and 
continued in that building until the 
large municipality was formed in 
1944. The old Bank of Montreal 
building was then purchased for a 
permanent oflice for the Municipal 
District of Mountain View No 49, 
and the staff moved to its new home 
in December 1944. 

From 1914 until 1920 Mr. Brusse 
Was secretary-treasurer of the Town 
of Didsbury. 

Having completed almost 37 years 
as munici~? gocretary in Alberta 
Mr. Brusso was one of the oldest 
active municipal secretaries in the

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TRY DRAFTING A 
PRICE FORMULA 


The latest suggestion for some- 
thing better than the open market 
for arriving at prices for farm pro- 
ducts is the price formula, 

This is described in the Rural Co- 
Operator as a “scientific and tech- 
nical system for determining the 
price of a commodity.” 

The Co-Operator continues: “Ar 
bitrary prices fixed by the govern- 
ment are not good enough. They 
have been tried and found wanting. 

“A price must, always be a just 
price, fair to producer and consumer 
alike, A just price is a true price, a 
price that is true in relation to the 
costs and needs of the producers 
and to the purchasing capacity of 
the buyers. It must be determined 
without prejudice or bias towards 
either party. Such a price can only 
be determined, obviously, through 
a scientific assessment of establish. 
ed economic facts. 

“This is What the formula will do. 

“An independent board of com- 
petent economists, making use of 
the regular reports of the Dominion 
Bureau of statistics and other fac- 
iffal information, will determine the 
costs of the producer, will ,relate 


| these costs to the rising and falling 


earning power of the consumers, 
and see that the relationship is 
reflected in a just price.” 

It all sounds very attractive and 


‘very simple. But dear reader, how 


would you like to be a member of 
that board? 

If you were, your first job would 
be to find the cost of producing, say 
a quart of milk, a 

Next you would have to deter- 


|} mine how much an average worker 


could afford to pay for a quart of 
milk. 

If these two figures turned out 
to be equal that would give you the 
price according to the formula, 

But if the figures were not equal 


What would you do? 


You would have to try again, and 
see if you could not make them 
equal, or you would have to aban- 
don the formula, | 

R. J. Deachman once wrote that} 
he could prove Tom Thumb to be as | 
big as Jack Dempsey by the simple 
device of leaving out the parts of 
Dempsey that he didn't want to 
measure, 

It is to be feared that, in working 
out its formula, the independent 
board would be under strong temp- 
tation to leave out some items it 
would not want to measure, 

The sober fact is that any price, | 
set by any board, will be blamed on | 
the government if it is unacceptable | 
to either the producers or the con- 
sumers; and no government can af- 
ford to ignore the complaints of 
such large groups of voters. 

The purpose of all industry, all 
trade and all marketing systems is 
to supply human needs; and the 
test of any system of marketing 
must be the extent to which it 
serves those needs,

This was one of the amendments 
to the Alberta fishing regulations 
announced last week by Hon. N.E. 
Tanner. Minister of Lands and For- 


| tive on April 1. 


Regulations governing the 


seasons for trout, grayling and 


| Rocky Mountain whitefish in other 


Alberta waters have not been 
changed and fishing in the water- 
sheds of the Red Deer and North 
Saskatchewan Rivers will open 
May 1 and close September 30, 

Fishing seasons in waters of the 
Athabaska River watershed will be 
June 1 to October 15, but there will 
be no closed season in the McLeod 
River and its tributaries. Fishing 
season for lake trout is May 16 to 
September 15. 

A change has been made in the 
daily limit of trout. The daily cree] 
limit for trout this year will be 20 
pounds, although 15 fish, compris 
ing a mixed catch of trout, grayliny 
and Rocky Mountain whitefish o; 
15 fish of one of these species, may 


| be caught daily, as in the previous 


year. Only ten lake trout a day mays 
be caught.

Its amazing results are pos. | 
ible because of its effect on par- 
of clay and soluble salts. 
rechnieally, this effect is known as 
floceulating colloids, If we make a 
thin soup of clay, addition of Kril- 
ium causes it to thicken to the con. | 
sistency of chocolate cake. If you 
use damp clay, the mass formed is 
like rich loam as if organic content 
of the soil had been increased to 
1 of its original volume, It is 
said that one pound of Krilium is 
as effective as 200 Ibs. of peat moss | 
or 500 pounds of compost.
